In Egypt the imhIh of the plants 
are saved each yemr, th« berries 
wrapped In clay and tbrown back Into 
the water The day causes th« 
btrrles lo ttlnk, aud thus lb* beds 
are made i^tHtlonery. Spraking of 
Kgvpt, Mrs Werden saji that scleo- 
tuts bare ngrwd that the lotus 
flower Is not, as commonly supposed, 
the Lily of the Nile, but that the 
water-lily Is tusteul. Hhe says that 
the lotus waa known In India as ear- 
ly as 3000 n ('. and tbat many reli- 
gious tiellefs and traditions hava 
been woYen about the plant, which Is 
considered aacnd The lotus is in 
carvings on pavements, Hags, and 
bannerii, anil a prayer staita, "O!, 
Gam ot tbe Lotas! " it U baUered 
that the lotus waa taken to Egypt by 
(he I'erslans In (00 B. C. 

The type of the lotus In Qrass take, 
according to Mrs. Werden is distinct, 
having a brown afipendage on the 
end of (he stamen, and the flowor 
proper Is a soft, cream color Instead 
of ranging In color from wblte lo 
rose as In olJier placea. 



That, Iwrrlug floods, there will be 
many lotus flowers lu Grass lake 
again neit year. Is (he prediction of 
Mrs. L n Werden, Werden Woifd*, 
who has made a study of the plantn. 

Mrs. Wenlen also says that picking 
the blossoms will not decrease the 
number In the ensuing year. Tbe 
roolK of the plants gn)W very deep. 
Three or four feet of muck Is retjuir- 
ed, and not much water Is needed, 
she explahiH When imi on Ihe, lalie 
Mrs. Werden says, one ran look 
down twiow the surface and see many 
ptauls which have not .vet reached 
the surface. 

In Japan tbe lotus is used tn con 
rectlons The Chinese think It is a 
necessary Ingredient for chop suey. 
In various parts of the orient It is 
uHed as food. The berries are often 
tiround to a flour for making bread. 
The root Is a tulter and does mt 
muKlply. 

The Grass lake lotus bed was In 
Its greatest glory tn 1923. Mrs Wer- 
den savH. and aldiouKh everyone had 
picked the ikmJs the season Iwfore, 
Ihe flowers were more numerous and 
more beautiful Ihancver before. The 
fragrance pierced the air tor more 
than (wo miles, Mrs. Werden recalls, 
adding thai weather conditions had 
been Ideal. 

Since 1S9S, Mrs Werden says, 
three floods have come at a (Ime to 
drown out Ihe budx, and once (he 
water was st» tow and Ice froie so 
diep that when (he floods came the 
beds werv literally lifted ou(.
